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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We wish to report that 1983 was another successful year with 
the town expenditures held within the funds allocated at the last 
town meeting. It was necessary to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes to bridge the gap between the beginning of our fiscal year 
and the collection of taxes. This was accomplished with a financial 
gain to the town as interest collected on investment of the loan ex- 
ceeded the cost of the loan. It has become evident that we are con- 
suming Our surplus at a greater rate than is prudent. It was strongly 
recommended at the Budget Meeting that this be sharply curtailed. 


We had a series of heavy rain storms in the early spring and 
late fall that caused considerable damage to gravelled roads. This 
made it necessary to exceed the budgeted amount to keep those 
roads passable. The loss of State Department of Transportation 
program two years ago is showing in deteriorating roads. Previous- 
ly we had certain roads resurfaced or rebuilt under state supervision 
at a fraction of the cost. Now we have to bear the major cost and 
are requesting increased expenditures for most of the roads in this 
coming year. 


During the summer we obtained the services of local youths 
under the Summer Youth Program which enabled us to continue 
insulation of the Community Building, painting both inside and out 
and updating town records. 


Pursuing energy efficiency at the Community Building, the 
wooden front door has been replaced with an insulated metal door. 
A rear exit has been provided on the west side with an insulated 
exterior door. 


To make the Town Office more accessible we have extended 
the morning working hours by an additional hour. 


A Special Town Meeting was held in December that author- 
ized the sale of the small town lot opposite the well site. 


lt was a pleasure to serve you during 1983.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Your Planning Board has been active in diverse areas this year. 
We are now working under the guidelines of the Comprehensive 
Plan accepted at last year’s Town Meeting. We have issued 29 build- 
ing permits. We held a Public Hearing on an application for a permit 
for a recreation hall June 7th, made a Site Inspection on June 14th, 
and issued a building permit for the hall at the meeting following 
the inspection. About 40 people attended the Public Hearing. 


At our July meeting, Searsmont’s new Plumbing Inspector, 
James Moody, presented a report on changes in State Codes and 
costs of plumbing permits, including soil tests. The minimum septic 
tank now is considered to be 750 gallons for a two-bedroom house. 
To replace a leaching field requires a permit, but to replace a tank 
does not. 


At this 1984 Town Meeting, three new members will be elect- 
ed to the Planning Board, two for three-year terms and one for a 
one-year term. 


Our plans for 1984 are to attend training sessions sponsored 
by the Maine Municipal Association on Code Enforcement and 
other areas of concern. We also expect to: 


Make recommendations for expansion of the present 
Landfill Site; 
Revise our list of building permit procedures; 


Research the sites of abandoned gas tanks for possible 
problems; 


Present a Site Review Plan Ordinance for your consider- 
ation; and 


Complete the revision of our operating By-Laws.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
February 1, 1983 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Searsmont conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to 
governmental units. 


A. 


Basis of Presentation 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of 
funds or account groups, each of which is considered a sep- 
arate accounting entity. The operations of each fund are 
accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts 
that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenues 
and expenditures. The various funds are grouped by type 
in the financial statements. 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund — The general fund is the general operat- 
ing fund of the Town. All general tax revenues and other 
receipts that are not allocated by law or contractual agree- 
ment to another fund are accounted for in this fund. 
From the fund are paid the general operating expendi- 
tures, the fixed charges and the capital improvement 
costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Fund — Special revenue funds are used 
to account for revenues derived from specific taxes or 
other earmarked revenue sources, including federal rev- 
enue sharing funds. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds — Trust funds are used to account for assets 
held in trust by the Town for others. 
Basis of Accounting 


The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by 

the General, Special Revenue and Trust Funds. The modi- 
fied accrual basis of accounting is defined as the basis of 
accounting under which expenditures are recorded as in- 
curred and revenues are recorded when received in cash ex- 
cept for material and/or available revenues which are accrued 
to reflect properly the taxes levied and the revenues earned. 
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C. General Fixed Assets 


The Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed 
assets. Expenditures for property and equipment are charged 
against departmental operations whenever such items are 
purchased. 


2. Property Tax 


The Town’s property tax for the current period was levied July 
3, 1982 on the assessed value listed as of April 1, 1982 for all 
real and personal property located in the Town. Taxes were due 
October 1, 1982 with interest at 172% per month on taxes paid 
after October 31, 1982. The townspeople also authorized a 2% 
discount on all property taxes paid in full and received by the 
tax collector within 30 days from date of commitment. 


3. Deferred Credits 
Deferred credits represent items received during the current ac- 


counting period but to be used as revenue in the subsequent 
year. These accounts were as follows at February 1, 1983:

4. General Fund Budget 


The Town operates on a net budget as compared with a gross 
budget. All revenues are not estimated but are credited to the 
particular operating account. Certain revenues are dedicated for 
particular purposes by vote of the townspeople at the annual 
town meeting or at special town meetings. 


At the annual town meeting, held in March of each year, the 
townspeople vote on various articles, on which, amounts for 
appropriations have been recommended by the Board of Select- 
men and/or the Budget Committee. 


5. Designated for Special Reserve Accounts 


Special reserve accounts for various purposes amounted to 
$6,376.20 at February 1, 1983 and were invested in time and 
money market funds. 


6. Designated for Subsequent Years’ Expenditures 


Historically, unexpended departmental balances are carried for- 
ward to the following year for expenditures. This is usually in 


a 
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lieu of additional appropriations in any particular account.
